E@ Travel Impacts

Lane closures are only allowed at night.

No detours anticipated. Motorists may encounter alternating lane closures
with wait times up to 15 minutes during night work.

Two (2) through lanes in each direction and turn lanes will remain open
during the day.

Loads wider than 12 feet will be restricted through the work zone Sunday
through Thursday night from 7:00 p.m. to 7:00 a.m.

Businesses will be provided with access during their normal work hours.

Temporary alterations to access may occur during construction hours only.
